Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 9/5/03, with respect to claims 1-5 and 7-14 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-5 and 7-14 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-5 and 7-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The argument spanning pages 7-9 of the Remarks submitted 9/5/03 are persuasive in 
identifying the shortcomings of Kobayashi (U.S. Patent No. 5,757,447) and Kawamura (U.S. 
Patent No. 4,945,350). Specifically, the arguments are persuasive in how the references fail to 
disclose the color reproduction of light as having an NTSC ratio of 85% or higher. The prior art 
fails to disclose a display device as proposed in independent claims 1, 5, and 9.
